the allocation schedule and the duty paid in 
Land Bonds, 


LAND ACT, 


It was submitted on behalf of the appellant 
that in the provisions of the Land Act which 
Boe an owner of land the right to pay in 

nd Bonds, it was never contemplated that 
an owner should be deprived of his right to 
clear off his charges by payment in cash 
before allocation, 

The,contention.ot.the Inland Revenue Com- 
missioners was that on the appointed day, 
under the Land Bond Act of 1925, the posi- 
tion of the inewmbrancer was materially 
altered; that it was converted into some- 
thing which it was not before—deliberately 
aud intentionally converted. The incum- 
brancer became efititled, so far as Land 
Bonds ‘were available, to 44 per cent. Land 
Bonds, the nominal value of which was 
equivalent to the capital moneys due on foot 
of his incumbrance. He also became inde- 
feasibly entitled to interest at 45 per cent. on 
these Land Bonds as from the appointed 
day. He got that right in lieu of, and to the 
exclusion of, his rights under the covenant 
for the payment of capital money. ‘The 
effect of the second was reciprocal; it pro- 
tected the owner from being harassed by pro- 
ceedings brought on foot of his covenant; 
and it gave the incumbrancer an indefeasible 
right to be paid in Land Bonds in accord- 


ance with the terms of Section 4, the general 
effect of the enactment and the intention 
of the legislature being that all incumbrances 
existing as claims upon the property on the 
appointed day on which Land Bonds were 
brought to credit, should be paid in a new 
and different currency. 

The arguments having concluded, 
The Court reserved judgment.

APPEAL IN DEMURRAGE 
i . CLAIM, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An appeal was heard from a decision of 
Judge Shannon, dismissing a claim for £20, 
made by N. Lykiahicopoulo, of the Piraeus, 
Greece, against the Merchants’ Warehousing 
Company; Limited, of Burgh quay, Dublin. 
The claim, which was said to involve a prin- 
ciple of great importance to owners of grain 
ships-discharging at the Port of Dublin, was 
in respect of demurrage. The defendants 
were sued as endorsees of bills of lading and 
receivers of a cargo of ES sent by the s.s. 
Panaghis, from Theodosia, Greece. ‘The 
bills of lading incorporated a charter party 
providing for the discharge of the cargo at 
the rate of 450 tons a day. The Panaghi ar- 
rived at Dublin with the cargo on the ólst 
August, 1931, and notice of readiness to dis- 
charge was alleged to have been delivered to 
the defendants at 9 a.m. on that date. The 
cargo of 1,368 tons should have been dis- 
charged in three days, one hour. According 
to the plaintiff the discharge started at B 
a.m. on the Ist September, and was not com- 
pleted until 5 p.m. on the 4th September, 
thus occupying three days seventeen hours.

The action, then, had 
properly resolved itself into a claim for 
damages for breach of contract, but the 
Circuit Judge pointed out that there was no 
evidence before him to show that the delay 
was not. due partiy or solely to the acts of 
the shipowners. In the circumstances he wis 
of opinion that the Circuit Judge was not 
only justified in coming to. the conclusion 
that the plaintiff had failed to prove his 
case, but that no other conclusion was open 
to him. 

The appeal accordingly was dismissed, with 
costs. 

On the application of Mr. FitzGibbon, the 
Court agreed to give a certificate allowing a 
further appeal to the Supreme Court.

Originally the site now occupied by the 
Royal Hospital was the headquarters of 
that once powerful body of men—the 
Knights Hospitallers of St. John of 
Jerusalem. The lands of Kilmainham were 
bestowed by Strongbow on this Order, and 
Henry II. confirmed the gift. For 
centuries the Knights held sway in their 
priory until the sixteenth century, when 
they were suppressed. 


Al French &xample. 


When. Charles II. ascended the Throne 
of England, following the example of his 
friend Louis XIV. in France, who 
founded the ‘‘Invalides’’ for French 
soldiers, Charles had the Royal Hospital 
built for invalided soldiers in Ireland. 
It was built on the foundation of the old 
priory, and during the reign of James II. 
was the headquarters of the Duke of 
Ormond. The entrance gate is a complete 
replica of one of the old gates of the city 
known as “the bloody gate.” In fact, 
it is built from the stones and other 
material which composed the bloody gate. 
This gate was situated in the vicinity of 
Watling street, and marked the spot 
where malefactors were hanged in ancient 
Ireland—hence its title. 

The Royal Hospital contains many 
treasures and relics of the past, besides 
a fin> collection of royal portraits. 


Women in Agriculture. 


Is it not remarkable that, in an agricul- 
tural country like Ireland—which can 
boast of the possession of an Agricultural 
Institute founded as long ago as 1838— 
there has so far only been one woman to 
take out a degree in Agricultural Science? 
This voman was no other than Lady 
Heath, formerly Mrs. Elliot Lynn, a 


native of Co. Limerick. She was obviously , 


a woman of originality; for at the time 
she took her degree most Irishwomen only 
thought of taking up medicine, a profes- 
sion which soon became overcrowded with 
women. Had she decided to continue her 
career as an agriculturist, instead cof hav- 
ing taken to aviation, Lady Heath would 
by now have shown the example of culti- 
vation to numbers of her countrywomen in 
search of the unusual.

The agricultural] institute at Glasnevin, 
known as the Albert College, had a very 
simple beginning.

climate some protection of the kind may 
be absolutely necessary. Nevertheless, i 
could not repress a smile at the thought 
that, of all public personages, Mr. Shaw s 
need of such a safeguard, under ordinary 
circumstances, must be the least. 


Che Merrion Flats. 
The richness of the bird life about the 


sea flats near Merrion is very remarkable. 
When the tide is low immense flécks of 
gulls, curlews, knots and other marine 
visitors throng the glistening stretches of 
sand, with here and there a group of 
oyster-catchers, remarkable in the bold 
black and white of their plumage. Mores 
over, ducks and geese of several kinds 
haunt the remoter stretches as the weather 
grows colder. Brent geese and the 
common scoters are not uncommon, and I 
remember that once I saw a Bewicks swan 
in the water meadows near Booterstown.

THE AMATEUR 


_ BRITISH LEAD IN 
DRAMA. 


STRANGE MOVE IN ITALY. 
i es 
(From Our THEATRE CORRESPONDENT.) 


T « National Drama League, which was 


founded at a meeting held after the 

Tailteann Games rg summer, has been 
strangely silent since its bi and one can 
only assume that the time has beeu too much 
taken up with preliminary spadework for 
any concrét> results to be apparent as yet. 
One is reminded of the immense value that 
such an association might have by the latest 
news of the British Drama rey > competi- 
tions. As the Irish body is being formed 
on much the same lines as the British, one 
may hope that in time to come it will pro- 
duce the same results. 

The preliminary stages of the National 
Festival of Community’ Drama are now about 
to take place, and next week the amateur 
societies of the London area will compete in 
the Conway Hall. At about the same time 
the provincial competitions will start in 
various centres. Every. province has been 
divided into areas, from each of which one 
society will be chosen to compete in the 
finals, which take place in London during the 
month of May. 

Apart from providing the only real means 
by which amateur players can their 
true ability, these festivals bring other bene- 
fits. They are a valuable stimulus to the 
amateur thea‘re as a whole, and it is stated 
that, since ‘+e National Festival was estab- 
lished seven years ago, the number of ama- 
teur societies competing in it has risen fron: 
six to six hundred. One does not know how 
many new societies have been formed since 
then, but the number is probably a large 
one. 

The influence of the Festivals goes further 
than this; for the increased interest in 
amateur work is leading to the establishment 
of “little theatres’’ in places where serious 
drama was formerly at a discount, but where 
the growth of amateur societies has given 
the people a taste for good plays. it is 
stated that such “little theatres” have 
already been brought. into. existence in Man- 
ehester, Norwich, Hull, Leicester, Bourne- 
mouth, and several other places, while reper- 
tory seasons have been inaugurated at Liver- 


pool and Halifax.’ 
SPECTATORS’ REVOLT. 


Odd news comes from Italy. It appears 
that an Association of Italian Spectators has 
just been formed to unite 
“ unhealthy, idiotic, and incoherent perform- 


ances ’’ which, apparently, they are com-. 


pelled to witness on their native stage. They 
intend to acquire a financial interest in the 
manegement of entertainments, and to insist 
that only those authors, actors and musicians 
shall be employed who have been chosen by 
them. 

Certainly, no better means of calling the 
tune could be imagined than this very 
thorough-going method of paying the piper; 
but one is left im some doubt as to who 
these people may be, and what exactly they 
are trying to do. It is probably too much 
to hope that a reaction has been started 
against the inanity of the vaudeville play 
and musical comedy: what is much more 
likely is that the movement is the work of 
those who find the modern serious play- 
wrights too outspoken or too incompre- 
hensible for their taste. But we must wait 
for further information before passing judg- 
ment; perhaps, after all, things have not 
quite come to that in Italy.

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE 
LECTURE.

So much interest has been aroused by Pro- 
fessor Panofsky’s lectures on medigval Ger- 
man religious art that the Physics Theatre, 
University College, Dublin, was again crowded 
vesterday when the Hamburg professor de- 
voted himself especially to German graphic 
art and Albrecht Diirer. 

Dr. Coffey, President cf the College, pre- 
sided, and amongst those. present, were :—ihe 
German Minister, Monsignor Riberi, Secre- 
tary to the Papal Nunciature; Mrs. James 
McNeill, the American Consul-General and 
Mrs. Balch, Mr. Denby, Secretary to the 
American Ministry; Professor Chauviré, the 
Very Rev. Dr. Boylan, Vice-President of St. 
Patrick's College, Maynooth; Mrs. Oldham, 
Mrs. Braise, Mrs. Praedger, Professor Mary 
Macken, Professor Conway, Professor Bacon, 
Mile. Henry. Dr. T. Bodkin, Director National 
Gallery; the Rev. Professor Shine. 


THE LECTURE. 


Professor Panofsky said they could easily 
conceive that the German painters were pre- 
destined to excel in the graphic arts develop- 
ing during the 15th and 16th centuries. The 
graphic techniques agreed with both the Ger- 
man craving for expressional intensity (which 
naturally led to an emphasis of the linear 
values) and the German individualism, for 
the engravers, as well as the woodcut de- 
signers, could give free course to their crea- 
tive imagination, while pictures and sculptures 
were usually made to order.. Thus the great 
15th and 16th century painters of Germany 
entrusted to the graphic media the very flower 
of their artistic conceptions, so as to dis- 
seminate their individual ideas and their per- 
sonal style all over the world. 

The world-wide influence of Albrecht Direr, 
too, was chiefly based on his @éngravings and 
woodcuts. He learned drawing while an ap- 

rentice in the goldsmth's workshop of his 
ather (1484-86), and -oodcut-designing while 
an apprentice im the pate workshop of 
Michael Wohlgemuth (1486-90). But he was 
not satisfied with what he could he taught at 
Niirnberg, and assimilated both the masterful 
stvle of engraving developed by Martin 
Schongauer, the master-engraver of Europe, 
and the plastic energy, emotional pathos and 
scientific attainments of the great Italian re- 
naissance masters with whom, he came in 
touch cn two journeys to Italy, (1494-95 and 
1505-07). Thus rer's mentalit 
characterised by a creative tension between 
northern and southern tendencies, from which 
resulted a grandiose synthesis of qualities 
hitherto regarded as incompatible. 


A VISIONARY. 


He was at the same time an enraptured 
visionary, capable of " realising’ the 
phantasmagorias of the *' Apocalypse ' (1498), 
and a theoretician of human proportions, 
perspective and  geometry—a pursuer of 
classical beauty and a faithful observer of 
humble herbs and beetles. He was capable 
of using the scientific rules.of perspective for 
filling the study of St.

German word, and could surround the 
paradigms of classical beauty (both human 
and animal) with a Northern fairy-tale forest, 
as is the case with the famous engravings, 
** Adam and Eve” (1504) and “ The Knight 
with Death and Devil” (1515). | 
During his last period Direr, profoundly 
stirred by the religious spasms of those days 
and infected with the seeds of death, re- 
nounced both the visionary excitement and the 
ictorial enthusiasm for beauty and for 
Nature's inexhaustible multifariousness nn 
favour of a stern austerity, entirely con- 
centrated upon the fundamental essence of 
Christian religion: passion and faith. In the 
two famous panels called “The Four 
Apostles’’ (1526) he visualised nothing but 
the essential possibilities of faith, regardless 
of dramatic action and even individuality. 
His last drawings and woodcuts (excepting a 
few portraits and his theoretical work) 
are devoted to an ultimate rendition of the 
Passion of Christ, in which the intensity of 
agitated forms and actions gives way to the 
intensity of purely interior emotions. He 
does not even shrink from a pg the 
Last Supper without Judas (15235), so that 
the participants are no longer concentrated 
upon the question: “ Who is the traitor?’ 
but remain in a state of brooding sorrow 
and faithful resignation, powerful, hke Fate. 
Diirer’s world-renowned self-portrait of 1500, 


preserved in the Munich Gallery, is obviously 


assimilated to the hieratic icons of the 
Saviour.
